the little town of Ondewater, Hol- 

l;ind. which is situated on the river 
Yssel right oil the beaten tourist 
tracic, hasTlost by fire one of the most 
remarkable relii s of the middle ap-^ 
the so-called Witches Weigh house. 

Early in the sixteentii century the 
Emperor rharles V., who was born 
and educated in Holland, granted 
the town what is perhaps the most 
well-worlted etirious privilefre on record, that of a 
weifxh house which should be the only 
recognized one to determine oflBcially 
whether a penon was a wixard or a 
witch. 

At a time wheu witchcraft was 
universally believed in the weigh 
house ilid a preat bnsiness. It was 
the burgomaster of the town who de- 
termined the weight.
